That 
is to say, restrictions on the move- 
ment. of foodstuffs between the 
member--nations—will_be— gradually 
removed along with industrial 
tariffs. 

Many outsiders had assumed, 
and some had hoped, that the in- 
tractable farm problem would re- 
main unsolved. For if it had, the 
Common Market could not have 
moved to its second phnse of general 
tariff reduction. Indeed, after such 
a shattering blow to its prestige and 
hopes, the Common Market might 
have died. But now the second 


phase begins, all tariffs wiil be re-. 


duced again teward zero within a 
decade at most, and the point of no 
return has been passed. 

As nearly as anything can be in 
this disordered world, the Common 
Market must now be regarded as a 
permanent fact of international life. 
We confront here the largest single 
importer in the world, the second 
largest exporter and potentially the 
largest economic unit. There is no 
use imagining, as some important 
people in Ottawa Haye imagined, 
that the Common Market is a pass- 
ing aberration or nuisance. .
